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Hidden Enemy of Christianity 
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in religion and social conduct are, in fact, 
nonsense and oppressive to youth. To this 
is to be added a suggestion that parents 
have ‘been ‘misleading children and that 
parental authority should not be fully 
accepted. 

The idea is that this will not be dis- 
covered by parents until great damage has 
been done. Tt is also calculated that the 
scheme will ‘not be recognizable until the 
infiltration ‘is ‘nation-wide. Those who have 
devised this ‘plan are not, in fact, Commu- 
nists, nor had Russia any original knowl- 
edge of the scheme. It was devised by other 
interests far more powerful in every. Te- 
spect. Russia, naturally, will look benevo- 
lently upon the plan. In this case, we do 
not believe that any direct assault on the 
instigators Would prove successful, except 
by those with exceptional knowledge of the 
whole design. Such action is best left to 
well-informed ‘experts. 

It may ‘be added that those who have 
devised this scheme to undermine the Sunday 
schools are ‘Closely associated with those 
who were ‘active in-arranging a large in- 
crease in the importation of drugs to the 
‘American market, with the object of ‘per- 
vérting young people in particular. The in- 
stigators were the same and took orders 
from ‘the same quarter. The danger of 
this scheme is that it can be worked out 
and put into ‘operation without discovery 
until milliéns ‘have been influenced—by 
which ‘time it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to overcome. 

Reports show that the Southeast Asian 
situation is getting worse. Anti-Communist 
resistance is slowly collapsing. Nearly all the 
newly independent nations of Africa are 
collapsing, because of corruption, into tribal 

Southern Rhodesia is moving closer 
towards the Republic of South Africa, Anti- 
British arid anti-Commonwealth feeling is 
rising. In America, anti-leftists are again 
making headway in many areas. This may 
prove a decisive factor in world affairs. The 
Conservative Party in Britain is slightly less 
unpopular at the upper and middle-class 
level, but has not made headway at other 
levels. The Socialist Party is gaining some 
new support, -but remains almost equally 
unpopular ‘except as a stick with which to 
chastise the Conservatives. In Latin America, 
the Soviets have strengthened their position 
in Cuba. Brazil is fast slipping. 

The code name of Organization X is: 
EPR D, T. W.; S WL- H. P. Itas basi- 
cally a criminal group which is mixed up in 
politics and has made use of Communism. 
Its power far exceeds that of Communism. 
Without its aid, Communism might have 


_ collapsed sometime ago. Since World War TI, 


it has persuaded the Western Powers to be 
relatively soft towards Communist expansion. 
Not dozens, but. hundreds of AEA Eny 
separate agencies have been employed.

In the USSR, Trotsky, Zhdanov, Beria and 
Litvinov were all elect agents of Organ-< 
ization X. Their loyalty was not exclusively 
to.the Communist Party. 

The combination of convinced Communism, 
those who support it freely to seek revenge 
upon the old order, and those who intervened 
merely for cash, inevitably led to all kinds 
of contradictions. The essential point is that 
a powerful central organization used and 
instigated all these otherwise opposed in- 
fluences and did so for power and money. 
Tt is not surprising that intelligent men who 
are nevertheless ready to abandon all moral- 
ity for the sake of power’and money should, 
at the same time, nurse an intense dislike of 
an old order of society which placed (or 
tried to place) duty before advantage. 


This organization believes that sex and 
money are the two most powerful factors 
in human affairs. They often go together 
At the present time, immense sums are being 
earned by the mass production of sex-inflam- 
ing literature. This is particularly true in 
America. 

In America, the organization now plans 
to infiltrate executives into a considerable 
number of the five thousand foundations 
which exist. Every foundation should scrutin- 
ize applicants for employment mindful of this. 
There is also to be an attempt at planting 
speakers at Kiwanis Club lunches, and to 
gain control of the lecture bureau. Groups 
signing up lectures ought to screen appli- 
cants. We have seen four hundred groups 


on our list which we know to be targets of- 


a planned attack. Some of them are big 
organizations; some quite small. 

- Most people realize that there is something 
gravely wrong with the world. Few have 
any idea what it is. The attempt to explain 
everything that occurs as merely a Commu- 
nist plot does not stand up. The Communist 
world is itself in confusion. 

Look where you will, no precise design 
emerges. None the less, it is equally clear 
that a great many occurrences bear the 
marks of organization. Mere accident has to 
be ruled out, yet nothing, on the face of it, 
seems to fit into a pattern. 

Glance at the contradictions. Germany says 
she will never desert the West. She pro- 
claims total commitment to NATO, etc. 
Nevertheless, she is engaged upon incon- 
sistent trade contracts with the East and 
is an active—if unofficial—partner with the 
USSR in helping Nasser to prepare for the 
invasion of Israel. 

The Arab leaders proclaim their utmost 
devotion to the ideal of unity, but, in fact, 
Nasser and Ben Bella did not hit it off too 
well, while powerful Iraqi and Syrian groups 
cannot. fully agree with Nasser’s concept. 
Nasser and his Arabs attack local Commu- 
nists, but are deeply involved with the Soviet. 
The USSR and China, although both pro- 
claim ultimate unity against the West, are at

The U. S. Government, while ‘purporting 
to lead the anti-Communist world, ‘has al- 
lowed State Department appointments which 
are wholly inconsistent with such a ‘policy— 
for example, Wieland, Strong, Emmerson, 
and Bohlen. Wieland is documented as 100 
per cent pro-Castro; Strong as having helped 
the Chinese Communists; Emmerson (said 
General Wedemeyer) was in full ‘sympathy 
with Communism; Bohlen is a ‘strong de- 
fender of the Yalta agreements, The official 
position of the Kennedy Administration 
would seem to be at variance with such ap- 
pointments. 


The British Government has a Foreign 
Secretary in Lord Home who is an anti- 
Communist, but other ministers who believe 
that an evolved Communism would not be 
unacceptable. It tries to be in favor of both 
the Common Market and a Commonwealth 
system although it is impossible to have both. 

The African nationalists accept large 
bribes from both Chinese and Soviet Commu- 
nists, plot with Nasser, accept London’s 
hospitality, and very often follow courses 


-which are inconsistent with the wishes of all 


these patrons. 


The facts show that no particular ideology 
has control of the situation, any more than 
either of the two main power groups has © 
over-all physical superiority. Nevertheless, 
there is a clear pattern throughout the con- 
fusion. Certain occurrences bear a repeated 


‘resemblance to each other. The same sort_ 


of things happen over and over again; the 


same devices are used; the same sort of 


people are involved; the consequences are 
much the same. The largest financial gains 
can be made from confusion.-If the whole 
world were Communist or American contral- 
led, the scope would be far less. What is 
needed is confusion. This can best be gen- 
erated by first backing this group and then ~ 
another. That is what is being ‘done. The 
confusion is, if not a managed one, never- 
theless instigated. Immense profit and great 
power are derived from it. 


Those who seek to explain everything as 2 
Communist plot have fallen into difficulties 
because that is not the explanation. If it 
were, the problem could be ‘solved with | 
relative ease. We are faced with a powerful 
criminal coordination beyond and above 
and separate from Communism, 


Few, if any, responsible people any longer 
believe that all our troubles are a mere ac- 
cident or due to stupidity. It is £60 ‘incredible 
to believe that all our elected leaders are 
fools. They are not. They find themselves 
up against a flood-tide of evil which they 
cannot control and do not know how to ex- 
pose. Our leaders were not ‘unresponsive to 
the suggestion that the whole position is due 
to a single Communist plot, but on investi- 
gation they found that key people involved, 
Who ought to have been Communist to 
prove the theory, were not. Yet ‘evil. was, 
in fact, done. If it was not done ‘by Commu- 
nists and if Communism is now itself 2
